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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Invention of Group I, claims 1-17 in the reply filed on 6/25/07 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Therefore, claims 18-19 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Invention of Group II. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 18-19 
directed to Invention of Group II non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 18-19 have 
been cancelled.

5 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed features as 
recited in lines 1-24. Specifically, the recitations recited at lines 6-24 are not found or taught in 
the cited prior art. Likewise, claims 2-7 depend from claim 1 and thus are allowed for the same 
reasons as well. 

Regarding claim 8, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed features as 
recited in claim. Specifically, the recitations recited at lines 7-27 of page 48 and lines 1-12 of 
page 49 are not found or taught in the cited prior art. Likewise, claims 9-14 depend from claim 8 
and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Regarding claim 15, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed features as 
recited in lines 1-24. Specifically, the recitations recited at lines 22-27 of page 50 and lines 1-25 
of page 51 are not found or taught in the cited prior art. Likewise, claims 16-17 depend from 
claim 15 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
